Plant Food 
Assured for 
War Gardens 


Victory Garde ners have now been 
assured of m ode rn plant food, by a 
modification of the W PB regulations 
which perm its the use of chemical 
nitrogen to the amount of three p er­ 
cent of the mixture. 
It was first decreed that all m a n u ­ 
facturers might prepar e a mixture 
containing 3 percent of nitrogen, 8 
percent of phosphorus and 7 percent 
of potash, provided that 2% percent 
of the nitrogen was of organic ori­ 
gin, and only M percent chemical. 


This mixture proved impossible 
to prepare, because organic nitro­ 
gen could not be obtained. 
So the 
rule was modified to allow chemical 
nitrogen, which had previously been 
restricted to comm ercial crops, to 
be used for a m a te u rs’ Victory G a r ­ 
dens. 


Victory Garden plant food cannot 
be used on lawns, and landscape 
plantings. 
Its legal use is restrict­ 
ed to gardens which a re m a d e chief­ 
ly for the production of vegetables. 
This would seem to allow flowers 
in Victory Gardens, where they are 
of secondary importance to vege­ 
tables. 
Six pounds of plant food for each 
IOO square feet of Victory Garden 
space should be sufficient for feed­ 
ing all season. Of this amount, two- 
thirds m a y be applied when the soil 
is first prepared and the rem aining 
third reserved for use after the 
Vegetables have begun to m a k e vig­ 
orous growth, to insure heavy yield 
an d high quality in the crop. 


These 
simple 
directions will 
ma k e plant food produce the best 
results: 
E arly Sown Vegetables: 
Apply 
the plant food evenly over the en­ 
tire seed bed at the time it is p r e ­ 
pared, a t the rate of four pounds 
(two quarts) per IOO square feet 
(one full tablespoonful p e r square 
foot). 
Work the plant food thor­ 
oughly into the soil before planting 
seed. 
When vegetables a re grown 
in row’s, apply plant food at the 
rate of two pounds (one quart) per 
fifty feet of row in a strip about 
six inches wide. 
F o r Hill Grown Vegetables: 
Mix 
an amount equal to a level table­ 
spoonful of plant food thoroughly 
With the soil in the hill before seed­ 
ing. 
F o r 
Transplanted 
Vegetables: 
Mix an amount equal to a level 
tablespoonful of plant food thor­ 
oughly with the soil in the boti «n 
of hill and cover with one inch of 
soil, then set out plant. 
Fill ho* ' 
with soil nearly to top and water 
thoroughly. 
Long Growing Vegetables: 
(To­ 
matoes. Cabbage, Celery, etc.) Ap­ 
ply plant food evenly at the rate of 
four pounds (two quarts) per IOO 
square feet of planting area when 
soil is prepared, then apply every 
six weeks as follows: 
For Individ­ 
ual Plants: 
Tomatoes, peppers, 
eggplant, etc.: 
Apply an amount 
equal to a heaping tablespoonful 
around each plant five or six incher, 
away from stem. Work lightly into 
the roil.
